As I begin my 26th year at Presbyterian College, 
I have a deep sense of gratitude to the alumni for 
the increased interest they are taking in both 
athletic and academic programs of the institution. 

Organized alumni chapters with elected of- 
ficers are now active in 17 communities in five 
states. Their enthusiasm has increased the financial 
support of the college and sent to us many out- 
standing students. 

Presbyterian had an excess of applications last 
year and, when 30 veteran students graduated in 
January, was able immediately to refill all dormi- 
tory spaces from requests of those on our waiting 
list. We again had a waiting list this fall. The re- 
duced number of veterans has brought about some 
reduction in the number of local students, but we 
believe that an additional dormitory could be filled 
if added facilities were made available. 


Thoroughness of our scholastic program is at- 
tested by the large number of fellowships awarded 
recent graduates. The college is a member of the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools, the American Association of Colleges, the 
South Carolina Association of Colleges and is on 
the list of colleges approved for pre-medical train- 
ing by the American Medical Association. 


It is our prayer that the present international 
crisis will soon be resolved. A dozen students and 
two staff members who expected to be here this 
semester have been called into active service. The 
notable record made by our alumni in previous 
wars assures us that our younger associates will 


acquit themselves worthily in whatever distant 


field they may have assigned duties. Our present 
belief, however, is that these missing ones soon 
will be able to return to our campus and the col- 
lege will continue the progress it has shown in 
recent years.

His Dreams Buili 
Great Institutions 


(This is a reprint of an article by Ben Hay Hammet 
‘43, which appeared in the Magazine Section of THE 
STATE, Columbia, S. C., on Aug. 27, 1950.) 


“T have lived for three great institutions: the First 

Presbyterian Church (of Clinton), the Presby- 
terian College and the Thornwell Orphanage.” 

Thus wrote the Rev. William Plumer Jacobs in 
his will. The words underline a life of devoted 
Christian accomplishment which places him in the 
front ranks of eminent South Carolinians. Indeed, 
few Americans have equalled his stature in relig- 
ion, philanthrophy and philosophy. 

Dr. Jacobs founded two of these great institu- 
tions—Presbyterian College and Thornwell Orph- 
anage. And he played a dominant role in the devel- 
opment of both the city of Clinton and its First 
Presbyterian Church. All of these still feel the 
force of his imprint. 

The Rev. William Plumer Jacobs was born in 
York, March 15, 1842. He died in Clinton Septem- 
ber 10, 1917. For these 75 years his frail body was 
driven in unselfish service toward fulfillment of his 
motto, “I will strive and try not to gain great things 
for myself but to gain them for God.” His striving 
reached far beyond the pulpit with a versatility 
that touched many fields. 

In addition to breathing life into the church, 
college and orphanage, Dr. Jacobs served as author, 
reporter, publisher and took the lead in Clinton 
civic affairs. He helped secure the location of two 
railroads, led in the establishment of the Clinton 
High School association and sponsored plans for 
iounding a public library. This indefatigable work- 
er also perfected himself in six languages—English, 
Latin, Greek, French, German and Hebrew—was a

student of metaphysics, history and astronomy, and 
developed a high degree of proficiency in short- 
hand. 

Thornwell Orphanage and Presbyterian Col- 
lege, both located in his beloved Clinton, stand to- 
day as Dr. Jacobs’ chief creations. The orphanage 
sprang from his heart in 1875 and has up to now 
provided training for more than 3,000 fatherless 
children. Many of these attended Presbyterian Col- 
lege, which was founded in 1880 primarily to sup- 
plement the education of orphanage children. How- 
ever, the college—at first called Clinton College— 
moved forward rapidly. Years later, the founder’s 
grandson, William Plumer Jacobs I, was to lead 
Presbyterian College through the trials of the great 
financial depression. And today, supported by the 
Synods of South Carolina and Georgia as their of- 
ficial church school, it is rated among the better 
educational institutions of the South. 

Both of these projects grew from only a poor 
little pastor’s dream, through poverty and ridicule 
—by prayer—to the positions of leadership they 
hold today. 

Dr. Jacobs had a fertile background for his 
life’s work. His father—the Rev. Ferdinand Jacobs 
---served as pastor of the York Presbyterian church, 
and in addition to these duties, taught in four Pres- 
byterian girls’ schools. Dr. Jacobs’ mother—Mary 
Elizabeth Redbrook Jacobs—had been an orphan, 
a fact believed to have been one of the inspirations 
for the orphanage. Thus heredity and environment 
united to set young William Plumer Jacobs upon 
his course. 

He entered Charleston College at 16, already 
steadfast in his decision to live for Christ. Great 
events whirled around him. While still in college, 
he witnessed the ill-fated Democratic convention in 
Charleston in the spring of 1860 (where the national | 
party split), reported the state legislature in Colum- |

Today’s tangled world needs Christian Edu- 
cation. 

This thought—with all of its challenging im- 
plications—sets the theme of Presbyterian College’s 
1950 Alumni Fund. 

Christian Education is the sure reply to false 
ideologies. It is the rock of sound citizenship and 
high moral character. It is Presbyterian College. 

Three objectives are set for the 1950 Fund: ex- 
pansion of endowment, the proposed memorial 
building and athletics. The support of all alumni 
is requested toward making Presbyterian a greater 
force in its important work. 

Endowment is the most important feature 
along the college’s financial front. It keeps the 
institution going, makes for confident steps for- 
ward and assures a solid future. The P. C. endow- 
ment now stands at well over the one-half million 
collar mark. President Marshall W. Brown reports 
the generosity of friends and alumni is constantly 
adding to this amount, but the larger the figure 
the more successful will be the role of Presby- 
terian College. 

The memorial building is proposed to com- 
memorate those P. C. alumni who served and gave 
their lives in World War II. A special alumni com- 
mittee is currently studying the situation to de- 
termine what type of building is most needed and 
vill make recommendations so that efforts may 
be concentrated toward that aim. 

A gift to athletics is turned over to the athletic 
department for use by Athletic Director Walter 
Johnson in his constant efforts toward expanding 
and improving Blue Stocking sports facilities. 

Those gifts checked for unrestricted use will 
be allotted by the Board of Directors at their Spring 
rneeting. 

The annual Alumni Fund is a medium through 
which those who cherish Presbyterian and its ideals 
may give expression to their sentiments through 
voluntary contributions. 

Membership in the P. C. Alumni Association 
does not rest upon contributions or payment of fees. 


PLUMMER 
KILLED 

IN 
KOREAN 
WAR 


Good-looking, genial Alan Plummer dropped 
by Presbyterian College early in June to renew 
cld acquaintances he had known as a student, 1946- 
1950. Less than six weeks later he was killed in 
action, the college’s first fatality of the Korean War. 

Lt. Plummer, 24, met death on July 24 while 
fighting with the Seventh Regiment of the First 
Cavalry Division. He had been in combat less than 
a week, for his family received a letter from him 
dated July 19 and written aboard ship enroute to 
Korea. 

The young native of Clio, S. C., was a veteran 
ot World War II, having served as gunnery special- 
ist (master sergeant) with a B-24 bomber crew. He 
flew numerous combat missions over Germany and 
was awarded the Air Medal and two Oak Leaf 
clusters during his 38 months overseas. 

After the war, in 1946, Plummer entered Pres- 
byterian College. Here he was a member of Pi 
Kappa Phi social fraternity, the college glee club 
and the wrestling team. He accepted an Army com- 
mission upon completing his work at Presbyterian 
last January and was sent to the Infantry School 
at Fort Benning, Ga. 

There he finished among the top 20 in a class 
of 400. After a ten-day leave, he sailed for the Far 
East. 

Surviving Lt. Plummer are his parents, two 
brothers and four sisters.

Athletic Committee Reports 


Nine sweeping recommendations for improve- 
ment and expansion of the Presbyterian Athletic 
Department have been submitted to college of- 
ficials by the Alumni Advisory Committee on 
Athletics. 

These recommendations, based on a period of 
3-5 years, are under consideration by President 
Brown and Athletic Director Johnson. 

Committee members are Hugh L. Eichelberger, 
Bob Hamer and Mac Adair, all of Clinton, Bill Wel- 
don of Manning and F. E. Gibson, Jr., of Green- 
ville. 

The advisory committee recommends: 


1—Director of athletics responsible for all athletic 
activities. 
a—Head coach in each sport responsible to 
director. 
b—Director responsible for conduct of head 
coaches and players. 
c—Proper instructional talks given student 
body on sportsmanship at all athletic 
contests. 
2—Ample office space and help. 
a—Maintenance of complete records on all 
scholarships and transactions, and file 
on correspondence concerning athletes. 
b—Definite system of prospecting for ath- 
letes from alumni and other sources. 
3—Delegation to individual members of coaching 
staff responsibility for specific duties pertain- 
ing to care and upkeep of athletic plant and 
equipment. 
4—Best possible instruction for freshmen. 
a—Freshman football schedule of 4 or 5 
games 
b—Complete file on all freshmen entering 
school who have participated in any 
branch of athletics. 
c—A full intramural sports program. 
d—A degree offered in physical education. 
5—Schedules worked out with head coach of each 
sport. 
a—Major sports: football, basketball, track, 
baseball, tennis. 
b—Minor sports (confined to intramurals): 
wrestling, boxing, swimming, golf. 
€—Supervision of players by head coaches: 
' a—Strict training regulations 
b—Close supervision of players, especially 
football, during season. 
c—Appointment of tutors for athletes falling 
behind on scholastic requirements. 
d—All athletes receiving scholarships re- 
quired to give value received in any way 
possible to athletic department. 
e—All athletic scholarships awarded with 
the understanding they may be term- 
inated at the discretion of the head coach 
in the various departments. 
7—Rest rooms provided on Johnson Field. 
_ 8—Installation of a good loud speaking system. 
9—Letter of information and comments sent after 
each game to each Walter Johnson Club or 
alumni group interested in athletics or in any 
particular athlete they sponsor.

Copeland himself is a student. He’s back to 
pick up the few hours which kept him from receiy- 
ing his A.B. degree back in 1933.

bia and Charleston the following fall for the Colum- 
bia paper “The Carolinian” and also reported the 
Secession convention in Charleston in December, 
1260. 

After finishing Charleston College in March, 
1861, young Jacobs entered Columbia Theological 
Seminary which had just opened at Columbia. 
There he came under the influence of Dr. James 
Henley Thornwell, who so aroused the young man’s 
admiration that he later named his orphanage for 
his old teacher. In December, 1861, he was called 
upon to act as reporter once more, this time at the 
organizational general assembly of the Southern 
Presbyterian church in Augusta, Ga. 

He arrived in Clinton as a boy-preacher of 22 
in May, 1864, called to his charge fresh from the 
seminary. Clinton was a crossroads town of bar- 
rooms and gambling houses then, a town that had 
never had a resident pastor of any denomination 
until this small, frail youth came. In the words of 
his diary: “The town had a very unsavory name 
abroad. Liquor asserted its right to rule. Human 
life was not counted of high value.” 

But young Jacobs put his heart into this wicked 
town. He spent the remainder of his life there, 
turning down better offers in the burning belief 
that “a little country church could be made a tower 
of light and strength.” Through quiet devotion, hard 
work and prayer, he proved his point—bringing 
orderliness to Clinton and making it the very cen- 
ter of South Carolina Presbyterianism. He was ac- 
tive in promoting civic advantages before the 
chamber of commerce was dreamed of. And his or- 
phanage became the light of philanthropy; his 
college, the light of philosophy; and his church, the 
light of religion. 

Dr. Jacobs was an effective speaker and loved 
to preach, but he used his pen equally as effectively 
throughout his life in answering the challenge of 
church, college and orphanage. He founded and 
largely wrote the contents of four regularly issued 
publications: True Witness, Farm and Garden, Our 
Monthly and Orphan Work; these were in addition 
to other periodicals. 

Care of children had always been close to Wil- 
liam Jacobs’ thoughts, so it was not unusual that 
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before he had been in Clinton ten years, he set his 
heart upon an orphanage. With no funds and only 
the small Clinton congregation supporting him, it 
seemed an impossible task. A ten-year-old father- 
less boy handed the young pastor his first contri- 
bution—50 cents—and from that beginning Thorn- 
well grew. Three years after the 50 cents donation, 
on Oct. 1, 1875, a two-story building called the Home 
of Peace opened its doors and took in eight orphan 
boys and girls. This was the start of Thornwell 
Orphanage, a Christian home for homeless orphans 
and the third oldest institution of its kind under the 
care of the Presbyterian Church, U. S. Its first 
teacher was Miss Emma Witherspoon, grand-daugh- 
ter of the signer of the Declaration of Independence. 

At the end of Dr. Jacobs’ 42 years as president, 
that one building had grown to 25 buildings scat- 
tered over 30 acres; its eight orphans to more than 
300. Today Thornwell has a capacity of 350 children. 
It held its Diamond jubilee celebration in June. 

Thornwell operates on the “cottage plan” so 
that each child may develop along the lines of his 
own personality. This means numerous “homes” 
with a limited number of children in each and sup- 
ervised by a “mother”. The orphanage does not as- 
sume any legal control over its children, thus giving 
them a sense of freedom and security. It makes a 
rule of receiving only morally, mentally and phys- 
ically sound children and does not receive any child 
born out of wedlock. 

Five years after establishing the orphanage, Dr. 
Jacobs realized the dream that would make Clinton 
the light of philosophy. Ho founded Presbyterian 
College. And his daughter Florence was its first 
graduate. 

The institution—first called Clinton College— 
was organized under the ownership and manage- 
ment of local Presbyterians. As president of the 
Board of Trustees for 25 years, the founder remain- 
ed its driving force until 1904. At that time it came 
under full support and possession of Presbyterians 
of South Carolina. 

Terror struck Dr. Jacobs’ heart early in 1905 
when he learned of a movement to move his college 
from Clinton. It represented his contribution to 
the intellectual life of his church and community, 
but with control now passed into other hands, four 
towns—Chester, Sumter, York and Bennettsville— 
were bidding to have the college moved to one of 
these locations. 

With old age slowly bringing blindness and 
deafness, Dr. Jacobs fought the proposal. And when 
all seemed hopeless, his fellow Clintonians rallied 
behind him and outbid the others. 

When as a timid young pastor he first came to 
Clinton, Dr. Jacobs had only 47 unorganized mem- 
bers in his congregation. He served the First Pres- 
byterian church for 47 years, until physical infirmi- 
ties forced his resignation, and he left the congrega- 
tion of some 300 strong with a magnificent granite 
house of worship. 

Much of the world laughed at this country pas- 
tor and his big dreams. They called his orphanage 
Jacobs’ Folly, and his college was the joke of the 
state. But in the end, when both had proved great, 
they beat a path to his door to pay him honor. For 
they found, in his words: 

“Institutions under the care of our Almighty 
Father cannot die.”
